At Monday's convocation, 
West presented a brief his- 
tory of learning and proposed 
ways by which both students 
and faculty can improve the 
climate of learning. 

People come to college for 
various reasons, he said. 
There are opportunities avail- 
able, so they come, he added. 
amd (sere seems to be no end 
in sight of this process, 

In the early history ut col- 
lege and learning, he stated, 
subjects such as humanities 
and social science were not 
offered. Material was dull, 
and students were uninterest- 
ed and often rioted against 
the school administration. 

Things have cnanged since 
‘then, continued West. With 
the study of philosophy and 
sociology, pressures of enroll- 
ment and the desire and effort 
of scholars to extend knowl- 
edge, education has continued 

,_ 0 grow. “ 

In improving education at 
Sacramento State College, 
West suggested that faculty 
and staff members take the 
greatest possible interest in 
students and encourage them 
in all their academic endeav- 
or. 

He added that students 
should be treated as mature 
individuals, and in turn the 
faculty staff can expect ma- 
ture performances from the 
students. 

Students should place 
greater emphasis on informal 
group discussions of an in- 
tellectual nature, stated West, 
and they should become inter- 
ested in contemporary affairs 
and attempt to appreciate art 
and music. 

He also suggested that each 
student read good books out- 
side of the required reading 
list in his classes. 

There is nothing we could 
do which would be of greater 
service to ourselves and our 
community than to improve 
the climate of learning con- 
cluded West. Make it ours, he 
added, not someone else’s 
project.

ocn Appeal Will 
Be Considered 


Further investigation of ac- 
tion taken last year by the 
Board of Justice concerning 
socia! probation of Omega 
Chi Deita fraternity is ex- 
pected at the Student Council 
meeting Wednesday at 3 p.m. 
in the Sierra Room. 

The Greek organization was 
charged with violation of the 
Sacramento State College- 
University of California at 
Davis non-aggression pact 
during the spring semester 
and appealed the BOJ deci- 
sion to the Board of Directors. 
Purpose of the appeal was to 
elear the fraternity’s name, 
although the guilt of four 
members was admited with 
regard to “destructive action” 
on the Davis campus. 

Due to lack of discussion 
time at the 1961-62 council's 
final meeting of the term, a 
motion was passed to refer 
the appeai to the board now 
in office. During the interim 
period social probation status 
was suspended. 


Ailsg under consideration 
Wednesday will be a request 
from Atelier art club to re- 
tain a portion of funds earned 
by its art auction for the Stu- 
dent Loan Fund Drive in 
May. It was originally agreed 
that $50 of the proceeds 
would be used to purchase 
art books for the Library and 
the remainder donated to the 
Drive. 

However, since the money- 
making project netted more 
than $1,100, cons’derably over 
previous estimates, the club 
is asking that some of the 
funds be utilized to finance 
speakers and research in art.

rnento State College personnel 
are two parking lots designed 
with coin- ted gates for 
those individuals who are 


not on campus often enoug’ ‘| 


to warrant purchase of a 
parking decal. 


The spaces set aside in the 
residence hall lot number 235 
and another lot north of the 
Engineering building will ac- 
comodate 276 cars at present. 
However, the enclosed areas 
are flexible and will be ad- 
justed depending upon the 
demand for this type of park- 
ing space. 


Complete installation of the 
two lots which went into op- 
eration September 18 cost ap- 
proximately $5,000. According 
to Francis C. Brashears, cam-~ 
pus security officer, there is 
adequate parking for those 
who pay for decals, so that this 
arrangement does not greatly 
limit space previously pur- 
chased on a semester basis. 


Only cars can use the new 
facilities, as the meters are 
not set to accomodate trailers 
or trucks. After twe sets of 
wheels have passed «er the 
bumpers, the gate automati- 
cally choses. 


The parking, 25 cents per 
admittance, will provide 
spaces for members of car 
pools who drive their own 
cars infrequently and visitors 
who do not wish to obtain 
a special permit, but it is open 
to anyone on campus

Conflicting Views 
Of ASSSCBy-Laws 


Lead To Discussion 


Conflicting interpretation of 
two sections of the ASSSC 
bylaws led to heated dehate 
concerning the student body 
president's power to appoint 
coordinators without Board of 
Directors approval at the 
council meeting held Wednes- 
day at 3 p.m. in the Sierra 
Room. 

When meinbers of the board 
questioned the manner of ap- 
pointment of freshman and 
sophomore coordinators of 
class activities and discussed 
the need for initiating such 
offices, Wardell Connerly, pre- 
sident, asserted nis right to 
place them in the positions 
without any action by the 
group. His stand is based on 
Article 7, Section 2 of the 
bylaws which states that “The 
President shall appoint such 
Coordinators as he deems ne- 
cessary.” 

Opposition to this view 
stems from a strict interpre- 
tation of Article 4, Section 1, 
sub-section 4: “The Board of 
Directors, as the executive 
and legislative body of the 
ASSSC, shall be responsible 
for and have jurisdiction in 
the supervision and regula- 
tion of the affairs, policies, 
properties, and conduct of the 
ASSSC.” 


The names were on a list 
which included routine ap- 
pointments made at the be- 
ginning of each term, the ma- 
jority of which passed with-

European Tours Are 


Programmed In 1962 


Italy, Spain, England, 
France, Belgium and Switzer- 
land will be visited next year 
by students participating in 
the tours conducted by the 
Institute of European Studies, 
it was announced this week. 

The three travel groups in- 
cluded in the tours will be the 
Paris group, to visit the coun- 
tries mentioned above; the Vi- 
enna group, visiting England, 


France, Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg, Switzerland, Austria, 
Germany, Italy and Spain; 


and the Freiburg group which 
will travel to Germany, Switz- 
erland, and Italy. 

Courses in liveral arts are 
offered to the touring stu- 
dents, and intensive language 
instruction will be given. 
Those participating in the 
Freiburg group must have a 
knowledge of the German 
la 


nguage. 
Students will be housed in 
private 


residences while in 





the foreign countries and in 
this way will obtain a more 
accurate insight into the liv- 
ing conditions of the people. 
The tours are also designed so 
as not to interfere with their 
regular pattern of studies. 

Students will leave New 
York in February of 1962 and 
return in July. 

The Institute of Buropean 
Studies is a non-profit educa- 
tional organization which con- 
ducts European tours yearly 
for those qualifying to parti- 
cipate. Selections are made on 
the basis of the students’ past 
records and on the recom- 
mendation of two faculty 
members with a knowledge of 
the student’s academic po- 
tential.

Europe On Shoestring

SSC tudents Relph (Bud) Johnson and Jack Prichett toured 
Europe this summer using chiefly their wits and determination 
to carry them over nearly 5,000 miles of the continent and 
the British Isles. The adventuresome pair took to the open 
road in the U. S., hitchhiking to New York where they caught 


a plane to London. 

Disappointed in the simi- 
larity between French and 
American standards, Johnson 
decided to go on to Sweden, 
the country of free love and 
socialism, 

“I found the apathy of the 
Swedish people depressing,” 
Johnson reports. “Socialism 
apparently has dulled their 
interest in activity.” He 
added that although there 
were a great number of un- 
wed mothers, the free love 
standards applied only to en- 
gaged couples. 

After leaving Prichett. 
Johnson hitchhiked to Frei- 
burg. Germany and then to 
Geneva, Switzerland, where 


he visited the Palais de Na- 
tion. From there he proceed- 
ed 


to Munich and on to

Stockholm. Among those who 
gave him a ride were two 
former messerschmidt pilots, 
one of whom had been shot 
down by Americans during 
the war and one who had 
downed 15 American pilots. 

“You still find some facism 
in Germany,” he comments. 

Johnson also discussed pol- 
itics witm a businessman in 
Stockholin. “He told me that 
he thought the only hope for 
the western world lay in the 
adoption of our own kind of 
(valid) cummunism to avoid 
the more <lictatorial commun- 
ism.” 
After about three weeks in 
Sweden, Johnson continued 
on to Copenhagen, Rotterdam, 
Brussels and London. Switch- 
ing abruptly from the role of 
a knight of the open road, 
he flew back to New York 
via turbo jet liner. 

Prichett remained in Paris 
a month, living in the French 
house in University City. He 
cycled on to Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and Germany.

many, Khruschev was closing 
of East Berlin so I decided 
|} had to see that,” Prichett 
explains. Although the com- 
munist police chec!«d his 
passport several time» he re- 
ports that he had » diffi- 
culty with them 

Sorely needing new shoes, 
he played a deaf mute in 
order to buy a pair of tennis 
shoes in the eastern sector 
for the price of $.50. The 
communist govermment does 
not allow sale of consumer 
goods to anyone but a citi- 
zen of the eastern zone. 


En route through Europe 
and later England and Scot- 
land, Jack slept in a barn, a 
customs house, youth hostels, 
a jail in Copenhagen and, in 
London, a bus. 

Johnson and Prichett met 
each other again quite un- 
expectedly in Copenhagen, 
and travelled together again 
as far as Rotterdam. 

Prichett was most impres- 
sed and pleased with the bo- 
hemian life he led during that 
time. And although we think 
of the British as very sedate 
and conservative, he reports 
that the younger set can be 
very “wild.” Invited to a 
parity in London by a young 
Englishman on the ferry cros- 
sing the channel, Prichett 
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Connerly Intends 
To Proceed With

“Anyone who realky wants 
to see Europe can do it,” 
says Johnson, who sold his 
Volkswagen to pay his plane 
The youth hostels 
charge from $.25 to $.75 per 
night, he reports, and he felt 
that it wouldn't hurt anyone 
to live on bread, cheese and 
milk for two months. 

“I'd advise any prospective 
‘tourists’ to practice hitch- 
hiking now,” added Prichett. 
Presenting a slightly different 
view of the proper diet, he 
addmitted that between buy- 
ing beer and chocolate he 
trimmed the budget pretty 
close, “Chocolate is a luxury 
in Europe,” he said. 

Refreshed by their exper- 
iences, the pair betrayed a 
certain reluctance to settle 
ugain into the routine of life 
in the U.S.A.
